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The Library Committee shall divide the books and other 
articles belonging to the Library into three classes, namely, 
(a) those which are not to be removed from the building; 
(b) those which may be taken only by written permission 
of three members of the committee; (c) those which may 
circulate under the following rules. 

Members shall be entitled to take from the Library two 
folio or quarto volumes, or four volumes of lesser fold, 
upon having them recorded, and promising to make good 
any damage they sustain while in their possession, and to 
replace the same if lost, or pay a sum fixed by the Library 
Committee. 

No person shall lend any book belonging to the Institute, 
excepting to a member, under a penalty of one dollar for 
each offence. 

The Library Committee may allow members to take 
more than the allotted number of books upon a written 
application. ; 

No person shall retain any book longer than four weeks 
from the Library, if notified that the same is wanted by 
another member, under a penalty of five cents per day, and 
no volume shall be retained longer than three months at 
one time, under the same penalty. 

The Librarian shall have power, by order of the Library 
Committee, to call in any volume after it has been retained 
by a member for ten days. 

On or before April fifteenth, all books shall be returned 
to the Library, and a penalty of five cents per day shall be 
imposed for each volume detained. 

No book shall be allowed to circulate until one month 
after its receipt.

The Origin of Memorial Day. 


Women can claim honor of 
originating the impressive services 
of Memorial Day. In the South 
long before the close of the rebel- 
lion, southern women annually 
placed their loving tribute of flow- 
ers on the graves of their dead sol- 
diers. So impressed was a north- 
ern woman, Mrs. Henry Kimball 
of West Philadelphia, by the touch- 
ing ceremonies witnessed when 
passing through the south, that she 
suggested to Gen. John A. Logan, 
the Com.-in-chief of the Grand 
army, that a day should be set 
apart for memorial services in the 
north. Acting on her suggestion, 
Gen. Logan in 1868 appointed May 
30 to be observed with appropriate 
ceremonies as Memorial Day to 
our dead heroes of the battle field. 

May 30, by an unwritten law, 
had been the customary day in the 
south, but according to statistics of 
the G. A. R. that date was chosen 


. for the Federal States because it 


was the date of the last discharge 
of union soldiers. May 30 is not 
generally celebrated throughout the 


states. North and South Carolina 
have May 30 as their Decoration 
Day. Alabama, Florida and 


Georgia observe April 26 and Ten- 
nessee takes the second Friday in 
May. 

New Jersey takes the honor of 
making the first effort toward le- 
galizing Decoration Day as a holi- 
day. A holiday it.has really be- 
come and many who “fought and 
bled” in the Civil War now living 
decry against the predominence of 
the holiday with athletic contests, 
excursions, etc., over the holy day 
which should be full of sad and pre- 
cious memories.

Rev. L. W. Adams 
invoked the Divine blessing, after 
which Treasurer Hodge spoke a 
few words relating to the finances. 
Then the banquet was_ served, 
Caterer Blanchard furnishing a 
dinner for about three hundred. 

After the banquet was partaken 
of, a feast for the inner man follow- 
ed. Mr. Moulton played a number 
of pleasing interludes, and all join- 
ed in singing “My Country, ’tis of 
Thee.” Treasurer Hodge then in- 
troduced Rev: C A) *Crane, Die 
of Boston, as the speaker of the 
afternoon. 

Dr. Crane’s address was a_ pa- 
triotic one, taking for his subject 
, The» ‘American’ Citizens ane 
speaker gave many bright and 
witty illustrations. He said, “The 
American, after all, is the hope of 
the world. Only three nations on 
the face of the earth are able to 
govern themselves, Switzerland, 
Great Britain, and the United States 
of America. Only three nations of 
the earth have ever remembered 
the Sabbath Day to keep it holy. 
The only real thing in this country 
is the moral quality of the people. 
There is something stronger than 
law. It is the public conscience.” 

He gave a compliment to the 
wife and mother of the Christian 
citizen, and quoted the following 
lines: 


“In the world’s broad field of battle, 


In the bivouac of life, 
You will find the Christian soldier 
Represented by his wife.’ 


“The nation is a power in itself. 
It can do what it wants to; go 
where it wants to. It can only be 
restrained by a power stronger than 
itself. The government is made by 
the nation—is the servant of the 
nation.” 

He told of his battle as a boy 
with a larger boy who was waving 
the Rebel flag in Springfield, Massa- 
chusetts, in the days of “61. He 
got the flag in his mouth and chew- 
ed it up and swallowed it. 
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An illustration used was a buzz 
saw, when speaking of the desecra- 
tion of the Sabbath. The remark, 
“The Sabbath was made for man,” 
was shown by the saw. It was 
made for man, but if it is not used 
aright, it will hurt you. So the 
public conscience is debauched: by 
the misuse of the Sabbath. 

He spoke of the license question 
as the finest thing the devil ever 
invented. This license question 
will never be settled until it is set- 
tled aright, and the same God who 
raised up Abraham Lincoln and 
John Brown will raise up someone 
to put down the demon of liquor.” 

A patriotic solo, “Columbia, the 
Gem of the Ocean,” followed, all 
joining in chorus. Scott Moulton 
then played a piano selection and 
received a rousing encore, after 
which Fred Jackson sang “The Star 
Spangled Banner,” accompanied by 
Mrs. Hodge on the piano. Then all 
sang “America” and the banquet 
was closed. A number stayed to 
hear Mr. Moulton perform on the 
piano.

MRS. MARY A. LIVERMORE. 


The great noted woman suffragist 
and temperance reformer of the 
twentieth century, died at her home 
on Emerson street, Melrose, Tues- 
day, May 23, 1905. She was taken 
ill with bronchitis Friday, May 109. 
She was unconscious during the 
last days of her illness and the end 
came at 8.15 on the following Tues- 
day. The bell on City Hall, Mel- 
rose, was tolled by order of Mayor 
Buttrick in honor of Mrs. Liver- 
more. The bells on several of the 
churches were also tolled in her 
honor. 

Mrs. Livermore’s last public ap- 
pearance was at the annual meeting 
of the Melrose W. C. T. U., of which 
she was honorary president, on 
Thursday afternoon, May I. 

The public services were held in 
the Congregational church, Melrose, 
on “account of its-size, by Rev 
A. Horton of Boston, Thursday 
afternoon, May 25, following the 
private funeral at 2 P. M. 


Funeral Services. 


All of Melrose sought to do honor 
to the memory of Mrs. Mary A. 
Livermore, Thursday, May 25, at 
2:30 P,°M:. Durine *thevservicessall 
business was suspended; schools 
were closed, and there was a gen- 
eral air of mourning. 

The church was filled with people 


from every walk of life. The city 
government was represented by 
Aldermen Hill, Buffum, Day and 


Page; there was a large delegation 
of pupils from the Mary A. Liver- 
more school and delegates from the

A Tribute in Memory of Rufus E. 
Seavey of Lynn. 


In the death of the subject of this 


sketch the community has met with 


a loss that can not be estimated. 

Six hundred mourners gathered 
in >t. Paul's church at the funeral 
service and hundreds of others 
throughout the city from every 
walk and condition of life attested 
by tears and words, and the silent 
look of bereavement, the love they 
bore to this man, who had touched 
their lives only to help and cheer 
andi bless. “I have “lost my best 
friend,” is the word that has fallen 
from many lips. St. Paul’s church, 
of which Bro. Seavey was a faithful 
member for nearly 14 years, and 
where he served in many official re- 
lations—including steward and 
class leader and S. S. teacher—is 
bereft of one of its truest and most 
loyal supporters. Every Christian 
cause, every evangelistic movement, 
every effort to uplift and save his 
fellow man, received his personal 
aid and support. His home was 
the refuge of the wayworn and 
weary and sin-laden; his heart was 
touched with every cry of distress, 
and his hand distributed to the 
needs of others with a spirit like 
the Christ he loved and served, and 
in whose name every cup of blessing 
which he administered was given, 
and to whose glory he sought to 
perform every act of life. 

Brother Seavey enjoyed religion 
Always singing in his heart, often 
breaking forth in hallelujahs , al- 
ways witnessing to the saving grace 
of God, he lived seven days in the 
week the religion he professed and 
enjoyed. 

Brother Seavey was born at Isle- 
boro, Me., Aug. 29, 1852, and died 
in Lynn, Feb. 2, 1905. His father 
died when he was seven years old. 
In 1862 his mother moved to Bel- 
fast, Me. At the age of twenty-one

She began with a story of the 
East Indian who was called to ad- 
dress a large gathering and faced 
the audience but didn’t speak for a 
long time. When asked if he was 
frightened, he said: “No, I was talk 
ing with God.” Then she said: “I 
will speak first from the Word of 
God,” and turned to that portion of 
Scripture which tells of the cry 
from Macedonia. She said she was 
called to speak on the subject of 
the “Modern Macedonian Cry.” 
“No man careth for my _ soul,” is 
what she understood it to be. Then 
she said the cry comes from the 
down-trodden women _ who suffer 
from the liquor curse and the wail- 
ing children. Then she took us into 
the women’s prison and described 
their condition and said they cry for 
help to save them from their sins. 
There are over 400,000 in our crim- 
inal population who are crying for 
this help. She gave the instance 
of a rich man, a well-known judge, 
who had left a large fortune to an 
only son, with a legacy of the mod- 
erate drinker—the love of liquor. He 
ended his life in a pauper insane 
asylum—a raving maniac. 

Then she spoke of the almshouse 
and other institutions kept filled 
with the victims of drink. 

She spoke of the wreck of the 
Maine, how the watchword, “Re- 
member the Maine,” traveled from 
the Atlantic to the Pacific, from 
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Maine to California, and they did 
remember it till the Stars and 
Stripes waved over the Maine and 
Cuba, and Cuba was free. 

She said: “A rich man went to a 
missionary and wanted to be saved 
but couldn’t feel that he was saved. 
The missionary asked him what he 
had in his house that he ought not 
to have. He said: ‘A large wine 
cellar... ‘Go home,’ said the mis- 
sionary. ‘You don’t belong here 
with that in your house.’ He went 
home but came back and offered to 
give it to the missionary to sell to 
build a church. He said: ‘Go home, 
you haven’t thought enough about 
it.’ He next tried to give it to the ~ 
hospital, but told the missionary 
about it. “That will do you no 
good,’ he said; ‘You cannot be saved 
that way.’ He finally decided to 
destroy the liquor that it might do 
no more harm. And then he found 
peace, and the missionary told him 
that was what the Lord wanted.” 

She closed by saying: “The cry 
has gone up to put away the curse 
of liquor from our land, and in the 
world.” She repeated the hymn, 
“The Son of God Goes Forth to 
War.” 

Little Mabel Vaugn, about five 
years old, the youngest member of 
the Swampscott Union, sang a 
song and gave a recitation very 
acceptably. 

The meeting closed with “God 
Be With You Till We Meet Again.” 
and the unions left by cars for their 
several homes in the late afternoon.

The following account from the 
Ipswich correspondent of the Sa- 
lem Gazette is so good, that we pub- 
lish it verbatim. “She hath done 
what she could.” Of no other per- 
son in Ipswich could this assertion 
be made more truthfully than of 
Miss Lucy Mary Caldwell, who 
passed away from earth on Friday 
morning, March 24, after an illness 
of one short week. The summons 
came soon after the dawn and after 
a night of unconsciousness.  Al- 
though Miss Caldwell had few near 
relatives, many households — will 
mourn her departure. She was a 
woman beloved by all who knew 
her. Her hand and heart and home 
were always open to the waif and 
the weary in life, and many there 
are who have cause to “rise up and 
call her blessed.” 

Miss Caldwell was born in Ips- 
wich Dec. 31, 1829, and was the 
eldest daughter of the late Samuel 
and Mary (Jones) Caldwell. The 
room in which she first saw _ the 
light was known as the “Whitfield 
chamber,” because the great preach- 
er slept there during his memorable 
visit to Ipswich. The house is still 
standing on South Main street, be- 
side the river, and at present is 
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owned by Edward Ready. From 
her sturdy New England (and old 
England) ancestors, Miss Caldwell 
inherited that most uncommon _ of 
qualities, sound common sense. The 
early death of her mother placed 
Miss Caldwell at the head of the 
household, where she has been pre- 
eminently a home maker and a care- 
taker. Self sacrifice has been the 
rule of her life—sacrifice without 
ostentation, and duty cheerfully 
performed. He friends say of her, 
“A thought of her own comfort 
never entered her mind.” Her 
bright, cheerful temperament, in- 
telligent mind, and keen apprecia- 
tion of the humorous, made her a 
pleasant companion. She had a 
ready wit which expressed itself in 
an original manner. She could be 
sarcastic, but her criticisms were 
made with such a deal of good na- 
ture that they left no sting. She 
was capable in every direction and 
her talents were used for the good 
of others. Only during the last 
week of her life have the busy hands 
given up their work. Among the 
many whom Miss Caldwell took in 
her heart and home was one who 
became as a younger sister, and for 
nearly 40 years was cared for as a 
daughter might have been. This 
motherless little girl was taken by 
Miss Caldwell when but five years 
of age, and she was but one of sev- 
eral children who have been watched 
over by the tender-hearted woman, 
and taught to become useful and 
noble women. The especial charm 
of this life was its utter absence of 
conceit. Miss Caldwell was simple 
and sincere in everything she did, 
and never seemed to think she had 
done anything to be commended. 
Her whole life has been spent in 
Ipswich. In her young days she 
“learned a trade” as was the custom 
at the time, but all her life she has 
worked at the trade of making other 
people happy and comfortable. 


Miss Caldwell was a_ devoted 
member of the Methodist church 
with which she united more than 
half a century ago. For several 
years a bodily infirmity, which had 
been her lot from birth, prevented 
her attendance at the church ser- 
vices, but her interest remained the 
same. Of her immediate family 
she leaves one brother, Rev. Augus- 
tine Caldwell; two sisters, Miss Eliz-: 
abeth S.and Miss Lydia A. Caldwell, 
the latter for 30 years the librarian 
of the public library; and one neph- 
ew, Robson D. Caldwell of Salem. 


HONEST 


One of those who, as a child, became 
an inmate of Miss Caldwell’s home 
and who still claims it as her own, 
Miss Jean Gillan, is also a survivor 
of her who was both mother and 
father in her helpless childhood. 
Scores of friends also mourn the go- 
ing away of the good woman. 

Funeral services were held at 2.30 
o’clock on Sunday afternoon from 
Miss Caldwell’s late home on Pop- 
lar street. 


Miss Caldwell was for many 
years a cottage owner in Asbury 
Grove, where many of her friends 
still mourn for her. Her cottage on 
Mudge avenue is closed and never 
again will echo with her coming 
footsteps.

Heaven and earth and hell 
will be interested. Kings and princes will be 
there, earth’s greatest potentates, mighty men 
and women from all lands. Heaven’s highest 
beings, brightest seraphs, angels. and arch- 
angels will be there. The issues at stake are 
tremendous. The advocates are mightier and 
more eloquent than the grandest men who have 
honored their profession in earthly courts. 
While over all sits Jehovah upon His great and 
awful throne of judgment. The Christian is 
first summoned to trial for ‘‘Judgment must be- 
gin at the house of God.” 

The indictment reads: “All have sinned, 
and come short of the glory of God.’’ The land 
is broken and the penalty is death for ‘“‘The 
Soul that Sinneth, it Shall Die.” 

The several witnesses summoned, all testi- 
fied against the Christian man, and he himself 
says guilty. 

"Tis just,—but O! they Son hath died.” 
Justice asks that he be condemned. It looks 
dark for the Christian, but thank God there is 
another advocate—Jesus Christ. He shows his 
wounded side, his hands and feet and demands 
that he go free for the ransom has been paid. 
The Judge speaks: ‘‘There is therefore now no 
condemnation, to them who are in Christ 
Jesus.”’ 

“Come, ye blessed of my fathers inherit 
the kingdom prepared for you from the founda- 
tion of the world.” 

“Tf the righteous scarcely be saved, where 
shall the ungodly and the sinner appear.’’ If 
the Christian escapes only through the plead- 
ings of the great Advocate, what refuge or 
hope for him who despises infinite mercy and 
salvation through Jesus Christ.’’ 

Sinner, he is yours today. With all your 
guilt and sin about you, the greatest grace of 
God shines about you, and God will, for Christ’s 
sake, forgive. 

Miss Alice Leith sang “It was for thee that 
Jesus died.’’ An altar service of much interest 
followed. 

At 6 P. M., there was an union service in 
the Bethel, led by Rev. H. G. Alley of River- 
dale. Rev.A. S. Greggs led the service in the 
Wakefield building. Rev. C. E. Tilton of Lynn 
led the service in the Melrose building. 

The 7 P. M. service in Tabernacle was 
opened with a glorious praise service. Rev. 
George Chadbourne read Hebrew 1, and offered 
prayer. Dr. L. B. Bates spoke of the good 
news that Japan and Russia were at peace with 
each other through the intercession of President 
Roosevelt, great enthusiasm was shown, and 


‘the doxology was sung as the best expression

Let us not 
take up the cross simply to obtain heaven, but 
to enjoy eternal life which consists in com- 
munion and not duration. God speaks to us in 
the beautiful character of Queen Hsther, and 
like her the wise soul will be true to the high- 
est choice. The need of every seeker after the 
the highest good is to yield to the entreaties of 
one greater than Mordecai who knocks for ad- 
mission at the palace door of the heart.

At 6 A. M., despite the heavy shower of the 
early morning, about 60 gathered in the chapel.

this Sunrise Meeting, his subject being ‘‘The 
Riches of Christian Experience.”’ 
At 8.30 A. M., Rev. John Chaffee led the 


service in Wakefield building, his subject be- 
ing ‘‘Peace.’’ The meeting in Salem building 
was led by Dr. L. B. Bates. ‘‘What God has 
done for us,’’ was his subject, taken from 
Psalm 126. 

At 10 A. M. a glorious praise service opened 
the meeting in the Tabernacle. The Scriptures 
were read by Rev. F. H. Knights, D. D., of the 
12 and 14th Chapters of Corinthians, Rev. G. E. 
Sanderson offering prayer. After singing by 
chorus choir and remarks by Dr. J. M. Leon- 
ard, Miss Alice Leith sang ‘‘Seek ye First the 
Kingdom.” Dr. E. R. Thorndike, our former 
presiding elder, was present on the platform.

A prophet is a man or woman who speaks 
the truth of God for God. Moses said he was 
“slow of speech,’’ and God gave him Aaron as 
a mouthpiece. 

In early church history the sermon held no 
important position. Every true man or woman 
in the church of God prophesied. The spirit of 
prophesy became minimum and then ceased 
to exist. The spirit of God was poured upon 
the heart of Christians and the lay preacher 
sprung into life and began to speak or 
prophesy. 

There must come upon all of our preachers 
a great wave of the eternal truth of their 
faith. It would be well if all preachers could 
have passed through minute research and in- 
tellectual curiosity before their ordination. Re- 
ligion is a life. Christianity is a life. This 
life can only be interpreted by word of mouth. 

This sermon was intensely interesting and 
was followed by an altar service in which many 
took part. 

At 1.15 P. M., the Epworth League meeting 
was held in the Melrose House. Rev. D. Ger- 
rish of Cliftondale was leader; subject ‘‘Strong 
in Christ.’’ About 60 were present.

Rev. Elihu Grant of East Saugus, who has 
returned recently from Jerusalem, related sev- 
eral incidents of his work in Syria and intro- 
duced’ Miss Lucy E. Dunn, who has been for 
fifteen years a missionary. She spoke as fol- 
lows: “It was said of women, “that, they were 
last at the cross, first at the tomb, and first to 


publish the resurrection of Jesus.’”’ I shall 
speak of my work in Palestine, and _ select 
Psalm 66: 11, “The Lord gave the word, 


great was the company of those who published 
it.’ She told the story of the woman at the 
well, who talked with the Messiah, and who 
ran to tell the people about the wonderful Man, 
and that a missionary said, ‘‘she was running 
yet,’’ because when the gospel story is read 
the woman at the well still carries her message. 
She also spoke of the sweet little story of the 
walk to Emmaus after the resurrection. 

“We do three kinds of work—1, School; 2, 
Hospital,-and 8, Evangelical work. The women 
are simply burden bearers. We take the Bible 
women and go and speak to the crowd. They 
ask why are you so white? 


Does it come from : 
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washing.’’ We use a wordless book of four 
pages—black, representing sin; red, saved by 
Jesus’ blood; white, Jesus accepts us and we 
serve Him; last, the ‘glory page.’ 

“They celebrate the story of Abraham 
slaying his son, Ishmael, they sa, They 
have erected a memorial, and sacrifice a sheep, 
putting the blood on their door posts. We are 
putting in a little gospel dynamite here, and 
there unconsciously to the Moslems. Doubtless 
before another decade that beautiful country 
will be under the influence of Christianity. 

“Ramalla was founded by Mr. Eli Jones and 
Mrs. Sybil Jones, and here are _ excellent 
schools. Landing at Jaffa is very difficult. 
First entrance is Jaffa gate, a narrow opening 
between two rocks. David’s tower is the first 
on right. You go down a narrow street and 
reach the church of the Haly Sepulchre. It is 
filed with beautiful lamps containing olive oil. 
We saw the site of the old Temple. You 
find yourself in a new country with new man- 
ners and customs and a strange people. Here 
we took a narrow gauge train that goes near- 
ly 3000 feet to Jerusalem, across the plain of 
Sharon, up through the hill country. AS you 
near the city, you see in the distance the 
Mount of Olives, and the Valley of Silvam. 
The speaker was intensely interesting. In 
closing ;Mrs. Raymond Walker made remarks 
and a hymn was sung. 

At 2.30 P. M., a glorious praise service was 
led by Profs. Aborn and Nelson. Rev. A. M. Os- 
good read first chapter of John; Rev. R. L. 
Greene of Waltham offered prayer. After 
singing and remarks by Dr. Leonard, Mrs. H. Ju. 
Wriston sang ‘‘There is Glory in My Soul.” 
Rey. H. L. Wiston was the preacher and took 
for his téxt, John 3: 7, .“Ye-7must ~be® born 
again.’’ He mentioned several characters in 
the Bible. Zaccheus, the Etheopian, Lydia, 
Saul of Tarsus; the Jailer and Cornelius. One 
may be converted anywhere, and at any time. 
Everybody needs to be converted.

Lost is one of the saddest words our language 
knows. What does it mean to the Father, when 
one of His children is lost? What does it mean 
to us as parents when one of our children are 
lost amid the dangers of the country or the 
greater dangers of the city? We know some- 
thing what it means to an earthly father. What 
does it mean to our Heavenly Father when one 


of His children voluntarily goes astray? When 
a child gets lost he forgets for a time, until 
night falls, when he longs for home. In the 


parable of the Prodigal Son, Christ shows the 
longing for home. Paul writes to the church at 
Ephesus when they were hopeless and godless 
in the world. A greater danger than from wild 
beasts besets the the young people in our great 
cities. It is the danger that fills the fathers’ 
and mothers’ heart. If we could have our 
spiritual eyes opened and realize that to take 
one step alone without our Heavenly Father’s 
care means fearful danger. He told the story of 
a child playing on the hillside and called the pic- 
ture Innocence. Years afterward found a 
young man who had killed another and found it 
was the same one. This was called Vice. Out of 
the sunlight the darkness grows. In the case of 
a child the loss may be averted by some home 
offering a shelter. Alas, no other home is of- 
fered to God’s orphan children. O, God, Thou 
hast made me for thyself, and nothing will 
satisfy until the child comes home. ‘‘God_ so 
loved the world that He gave His only begotten 
son to save all.’”’ The son of man is come to 
seek and save. Seeking everywhere for the lost. 


“O for this love let rocks and rills 
Their lasting silence break.’’ 


He told the story of the man that fell in the 
pit—how Confucius told him to climb part way 
up and he would rescue him, but Jesus came 
and took him out of the miry clay and saved 
him. The first part of Salvation is companion- 
ship. ‘‘Therefore, ye are no more strangers and 
foreigners, but fellow-citizens with the saints 
and of the household of God.

To our eternal home.’’ 


The brightest crown is waiting for the 
humblest child of God.

The W. H. M. S. held their anniversary 
meeting in the Tabernacle at 1.15 P. M. and 
Rev. C. W. Gallagher, D. D., president of the 
National Training School for Missionaries and 
Deaconesses, made the following excellent ad- 
dress: 

“T am here to speak to you upon the subject 
of the work of the Woman’s Home Missionary 
society of the Methodist Episcopal Church. I 
am to speak to many of my friends who have se- 
cured this opportunity for the presentation of 
its claims. If you were not friends, and possibly 
there are some here who might not be called in 
the truest meaning of that term I should be glad 
to speak to you upon this subject. I am sure 
that you ought to hear and know about this 
great Society with its great and increasingly 
important labors. It touches society and our 
American life at so many points and in its deep- 
est purpose aims so unselfishly to uplift the 
people and contribute to the betterment of their 
condition, that it deserves the commendation of 
all right thinking people. It is religious and 
undertakes the purest and most earnest Chris- 
tian service. It is educational, and works side 
by side with all the educational forces of the 
country to enlighten and elevate the unfortu- 
nate. It is social, and in the homes by visits and 
personal efforts among the children to build up 
the home and regenerate the social life. It is 
industrial in a limited but important sense, es- 
pecially in the home and among the children 
and young people. It combines the most re- 
generative forces of society and applies them 
with all the earnestness with which a band of 
of women can labor for their fellow women. I 
am sure that for such a society with such a 
purpose, I can reasonably hope for your sym- 
pathetic attention. 


It is not the least significant fact that 
this is the Woman’s Home Missionary Society. 
It is not the Men’s Home Missionary Society, 
however appropriate it might be for men to 
organize such a society to represent their en- 
thusiasm in this direction, and however much 
wisdom and money and energy they might be 
easily able to put into it. It is not a general 
church Home Missionary society in which both 
men and women have a part in theory, al- 
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though in practice men have the pleasure and 
responsibility of the entire management of it, 
regulating the collections, administering the 
funds and directing all its enterprises. It is 
a Woman’s Home Missionary Society in fact 
as well as theory. Women collect its funds, 
manage its affairs, select its fields of labor, ap- 
propriate its money and accomplish their own 
legislation under a constitution and by-laws of 
their own. I am glad that the women of the 
Methodist Church have taken this position and 
are working on their own responsibility. They 
are not an annex to anything. They are no at- 
tachment to some other large and influential 
body whose movements dominate and control 
its own. Write the name women high above 
it, and do not forget that women stand in or- 
ganized effort in the very forefront of effort 
and zeal for the redemption of our home land. 

It is sometimes said that this is the age 
of women, meaning that woman has come in 
this age to the very front in influence and ac- 
tivity. This is magnificently true. This is due 
in part to the discoveries in science, and the 
marvelous inventions that have revolutionized 
industrial methods and achievements. It has 
not been very long since women did the most 
of the manufacturing, a large share of the 
work of production, while man carried on 
wars and followed the bent of his own choice. 
She wove the cloth and made the garments. 
Every home was a manufacturing establish- 
ment for the production of those goods that 
are today made by machinery. Released from 
all this she has had time and opportunity and 
inclination for those higher activities for which 
she is pre-eminently fitted. Man also under the 
civilizing influences of Christianity has seen 
something else beside a tool in woman and has 
given her a place of influence and power in 
the fields which he has assumed to occupy in 
a very exclusive manner. She has forced his 
recognition by her own sacred ambition. She 
did not wait long to select her sphere of ac- 


tivity. Man under like circumstances would 
have made a corner on something, created a 
trust, organized a monopoly, struggled for 


some industrial or commercial or political” su- 
premacy. What did women do? One of their 
greatest organizations was the (hristian Tem- 
perance Union. It marked their emancipation. 
In our own church they organized the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society. They saw  an- 
other field of moral possibilities and they es- 
tablished the Woman’s Home Missionary So- 
ciety. They did not organize for political or 
industrial or commercial control. These inter- 
ests scarcely appealed to them at all and only 
in very small groups. They selected the moral 
and religious field. Here they saw their op- 
portunity, and here alone was it possible to 
rally any large number of them to greet unity 
of action. Here they united, and the great or- 
ganizations of woman are for those higher pur- 
poses that so vitally concern the fate of a na- 
tion. 

Who shall say that woman has not come 
to her own inheritance for which the Almighty 
designed her by the special and rich endowment 
with which he has honored her? Who shall 
say that she is not destined to take a consplic- 
uous part in those great moral and religious 
movements that shall lead to the crowning 
glory in the evolution of the race? The posi- 
tion which the most devout and earnest women 
of every church are taking gives promise of the 
most desirable results in the future. Many 
social problems that seemed beyond the possi- 
bility of solution may be solved by this new 
factor in the regeneration of society. 


Do not think that this is anything new in 
the divine order of things; that it is one of our 
modern discoveries, inventions or fads. 

It has not been for lack of ability or per- 
sonal qualities that she has not hitherto con- 
tributed her large share to philanthropic and 
religious enterprises. 

She represents the material out of which 
Christian workers have always been made. 

Why should she be silent while man 
speaks? Why should she exercise a subordi- 
nate part while the world is dying, and hungry 
and thirsty for life? 

It is not only the Woman’s Home Mission- 
ary Society, but it is the Woman’s HOME 
Missionary Society. 

I like the word home. It means so much 
to all of us. It is full of the tenderest senti- 
ments. 

The word figures also more than _ other 
words in our social life. The home is the unit 


of society. Good homes make good society. 
We are what we are just in proportion to the 
character of the home. 

In its broader meaning as a patriotic senti- 
ment it appeals to every one. However broad 
may be his sympathies with other nations in 
their struggles and their civil, moral and relig- 
ious needs, his love must linger long and in- 
tensely upon his own land. So we sing “My 
Country, ’Tis of Thee.’’ 


To thee, O country, great and free 
With trusting hearts we cling; 

Our voices tuned by joyous love, 
Thy power and praises sing. 

Upon thy faithful heart we lay our burden 
down: 

Thou art the only friend that feels 
weight without a frown. 

Breathes there a man with soul so dead, 

Who never to himself has said, 


No one can look without interest and affec- 
tion upon the prosperity of his country whose 
heart throbs with right emotions. 

No one can consider the safety of our in- 
stitutions and people and relatives without an 
earnest prayer that all such efforts as are rep- 
resented by the W. H. M. S. may be prospered. 

No one can think of the lands’ beyond, 
which are looking to America with longing 
eyes and copying our laws, customs, manners 
and principles of government anl living. 

It is the Woman’s Home MISSIONARY 
Society. 

We are compelled to meet the contention 
that the word missionary applied to domestic 
religious work is a misnomer. It is held that 
all missionary service in the nature of the case 
must be foreign. Missionaries must cross seas 
and continents to do missionary work. 

We have always done a_ great deal of 
Home Missionary work on our own shores. It 
may be represented in three periods. 

There was first the early settlement period 
which involved work among the Indians. 
John Eliot, the English Parliament, assisted in 
the work. The success was remarkable. In 
twenty-four years, 14 Indian towns were 
formed within 70 miles of Boston, in all of 
which there were praying Indians who had felt 
the power of Christ. The colonies contributed 
missionary after missionary who with zeal un- 
dertook this great work. 

The next period followed the Revolution 
and was essentially an effort to save the fast 
growing frontier. 

Another period opened with the advent of 
a vast immigration. It has embraced the cities 
as well as the country. The frontiers are now 
in the city as well as on the prairie. 

The home field is a large and important 
one. It has been created by social changes 
that have an essential separation between the 
church and the masses. We can no longer 
reach the masses through organized churches. 
Workers must go among these people in mis- 
sions, settlements in hand to hand and heart 
to heart labor. 

This the W. H. M. S. is trying to do. 

At 2.30 P. M. the large chorus choir under 
Profs. Aborn and Wilson discoursed fine mu- 
sic. The inspiring hymn ‘‘Thy Will Be Done’”’ 
and others were sung from the heart. Rev. M. 
G. Prescott read the Scriptures and Rev. E. F. 
Durgin offered prayer. After remarks by Rev. 
Joel M. Leonard and a solo by Miss Alice Leith, 
Rev. J. W. Ward of Lafayette St., Salem, 
preached from the text Mark 2: 5, “Son, thy 
sins be forgiven thee.’’ The man addressed in 
the text was not only sick in body, but in soul. 
Like him, all men need soul healing, and Jesus’ 
supreme word to humanity is “Son, thy sins be 
forgiven thee.” 

A study of the Old Testament reveals sin 
as failure to reach the moral standard, as a 
perverted and distorted nature and “quality of 
action involving guilt’; as a voluntary, blame- 
worthy breaking of the moral law. In the New 
Testament Christ proclaims principles which go 
deepest into human nature. He spiritually in- 
terpreted the law, and by the Sermon on the 
Mount, imagination, emotion, thought, tender- 
cies and tempers are searched and tested. The 
moral temper of the times, the product of 
Christ’s spirit and teaching, the highest ex- 
pression of Christianity today condemns sin 
in public and private life. The nature of sin is 
thus described and conviction fastened upon 
the sinner. But Christ called attention to the 
man’s sins, not merely to condemn, but rather 
to save. In the New Testament Christ is 
constantly related to the sinner, not as judge 
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alone, but as one who forgives, and as Savior. 
He himself says “I came not to judge the 
world but to save the world.”’ 

The actual result of salvation is peace and 
rest in forgiveness; a nature filled with and re- 
sponding to love; and a moral and spiritual 
strength superior to the world’s temptations, 
and equal to all duties. This comes in, the 
new life, the gift of Christ. The great mys- 
teries involved in the gift of this life are God’s. 
Man has but to co-operate with God’s divine 
purposes to receive it. A surrender of the hu- 
man heart and will and a_ willingness to do 
God’s will are the conditions. 

Remarks were made by Dr. Bates, and 

people pledged their lives for Christ. 
At 4.30, in the chapel, a meeting for pastors 
and their wives was held. 

At 6 P. M., Rev. HE. E. Lane led the meet- 
ing in the Melrose House, his subject being 
“Service.’’ Rey. Mr. Peterson of Essex led the 
meeting in the Salem House, his subject being 
“Prayer.’’ Rev. Wilbur Chaffee led the meeting 
in the Wakefield building. 

7.30 P. M. Reading of Scripture by Rev. 
Leo Nies from Matthew 11; prayer by Dr. 
Thorndike; singing by choir and congregation, 
led by Profs. Aborn and Wilson; remarks by 
Dr. Leonard, followed by a solo by Miss Leith. 
Rey. Leo Nies of Dorchester preached from 
Matthew 11: 20, ‘‘My yoke is easy and my bur- 
den is light.’’ Jesus has not come to make your 
yoke heavy but to lighten the yoke and bur- 
den. Many people seem to think that is what 
Jesus wants to do, but it is only that he might 
make you feel that Christ wants you to sub- 
mit to him. The yoke is to make your life 
easier, not to burden it. Jesus Christ comes 
to everyone that bears a burden, and says let 
me help you bear your burden. Many are 
wearing the yoke of sinful pleasure, and their 
only thought is self. The end thereof is death. 
The soul that goes in the sinful path goes at its 
own peril. Jesus Christ does not ask us to bear 
the yoke alone. He will yoke up with us and 
bear the largest part of the burden. He says, 
“I came from Heaven to do the will of my 
Father.’ Have you been wearing the yoke of 
Christ as you ought? -Jesus says, ‘‘Learn of 
me, for I am meek and lowly of heart.’’ ‘For 
my yoke is easy and my burden is light.’”’ His 
yoke is easy. O, the sweetness, the joy of 
bearing it. 

A glorious altar service followed, which 
was literally a feast of love, many joyfully tes- 
tifying of the love for their Savior.

Friday, Sept. 1. 


The sunrise meeting he. at 6 A. M., in 
the chapel, was led by Rev. H. G. Allev of 
Riverdale, Gloucester. There were about forty 
present and nearly all testified. 

(Ge Be’ Tilton “of bynn 
led a union service of St. Paul’s and Melrose, 
in the Melrose House; Rev. A. M. Osgood of 
Prospect Street, Gloucester, in Lafayette Street, 
Salem, building; Rev. A. H. Nazarian of Mt. 
Bellingham, Chelsea, in Chelsea building; Rev. 
J. H. Charlton in the Wakefield House. 

At 9 A. M. the pastors met in the chapel 
with Presiding Elder Leonard, to discuss plans 
for church work the coming season. 

10 A. M. Opened with the usual praise 
service, led by Prof. Aborn, with Prof. Wilson 
at the organ. Dr. Perrin read the scripture, 
TIsaiah 32, after which Dr. Bates led in prayer. 
Singing, ‘Nearer, my God, to Thee,’ after 
which Dr. Leonard made some remarks. Sing- 
ing by Miss Alice Leith, followed by a sermon 
by Dr. Perrin, from Isaiah 9:6; subject, “The 
Prince of Peace.’ ‘There is joy this morning 
in being a citizen of the United States, and a 
follower of Jesus Curist. The foremost person 
in the world today is our President, and he 
is foremost today because he is the servant 
of Him who is for peace. The world is com- 
ing to see more and more the folly of war as 
the means of settling a controversy. Who can 
estimate the cost of the battles on the seas of 
Japan? Great Britain had an auction of war 
ships at a great loss. The horrors of war, the 
torn flesh, the loss of life, the heart-ache and 
despair in our homes is terrible. War is hell. 
Were not the Japanese considerate of sutffer- 
ing in saying ‘Gold is nothing in comparison 
with human suffering?’ Please God English 
feeling people shall not fight any more. ‘The 
Kingdom of God is righteousness, peace and 
joy in the Holy Ghost.’ The works of right- 
eousness shall be peace, and the effects of 
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peace, quietness and righteousness forever. 
There is no possible political peace unless it is 
based on righteousness. Not until Abraham 
Lincoln made his proclamation, did the nation 
wake up and realize that the colored people 
had souls. Answers of peace will not come un- 
til the manhood of every one is recognized, no 
matter of whatever color. Japan has set the 
world an example in the generous treatment 
of a foe. This great principle applies to our 
own conscience in the relation of the individual 


with God. There can be no peace unless the 
soul is right. Jesus Christ is the Prince of 
Peace. He is the Prince of Peace because he 


insists on righteousness. He makes no com- 
promise with sin, but insists that we submit 
ourselves to the will of God. If you have not 
peace, the only one way to get it is to come to 
the Prince of Peace. There is a peace in health 
and peace in wealth, but these do not last. 
There is no peace that the world gives that is 
lasting. Misfortune, death and judgment is 
coming. Jesus Christ is the Prince of Peace, 
because the peace he gives is lasting. We are 
here this morning to help all to find this peace. 
One of the most interesting things is to see 
people getting this peace.” 

Miss Leith sang a solo, and an interesting 
altar service led by Miss Frances Adams closed 
the meeting. 

At 1.15 P. M., the yearly love feast was 
held in Jesse Lee Hall, which was _ packed. 
Rev. Alonzo Sanderson (supplying in Wyoma 
while the pastor is in Europe,, a former pastor

At 2.30 P. M., services were held in the 
Tabernacle. Opened with praise service, under 
Profs. Aborn’s and Wilson’s leadership, Con- 
secrated Hymns being used. Reading of Scrip- 
ture by Rev. H. S. Dow of Topsfield. Prayer 
by Rev. M. Small; singing, ‘O, That Will Be 
Glorious.’’ Remarks by Dr. Leonard, followed 
by a solo by Miss Alice Leith.

Jesus never allowed himself to be- 
come over familiar.. He was the first knight. 
The supreme thing is the dignity of the man 
as a child of God. The greatest need of the 
world today is a spiritual revival. The Amer- 
ican spirit was never so vitally moral or so 
vitally spiritual as it is today. In the world 
men are influenced by warm personal charac- 
ters. We want no wild enthusiasm. We want 
a stronger hatred of sin and a turning there- 
from. Put the same personal activity into 
your religion as you do in your every day life, 
“The Lord addeth to the church daily them 
that were saved.”’ ; 

Rev. Nies conducted the altar service. He 
told of a man who perfected his lenses with 
the touch of the human hand, saying we should 
sympathize with others in our every day life. 
He also told of a young girl who was convert- 
ed, and one day was so happy she sang a hymn 
whiie about her work. Some days after a 
man called and inquired for the singer, telling 
her mother he had been saved from suicide by 
the words of that hymn, which was one his 
wife sang before she died, in the happy days 
when he had a home and wife and beautiful 
daughter. The altar service was very im- 
pressive. 

At 4.30 P. M., the boys held their meeting 
at the stand in the circle; the girls’ meeting 
was held in the chapel. 

At 6 P. M., Rev. W. W. Bowers led the 
meeting in the Wakefield building; Miss Alice 
Leith was present and sang ‘SO, What a 
Blessed Thought.’ At the Bethel, Mt. Belling- 
ham and the Melrose buildings there were most 
enjoyable meetings. 

A chorus of about 100 voices, under Profs. 
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Aborn and Wilson, sang joyfully the 23d Psalm, 
which was followed by other inspiring hymns 
which are being sung in England, Wales and 
Northfield. Reading of Scripture by Rev. G. 
H. Spencer of Everett, from John 5; prayer 
by Rev. D. L. Martin. Remarks were made 
by Dr. Leonard, followed by a solo by Miss 
Leith. The sermon was by Rev. G. H. Spen- 
cer, from John 5: 45-4/. Jesus closes with this 
significant utterance the incident that had its 
beginning in the sheep market. When he 
looked into the face of the man, he saw the in- 
tense longing of that soul who for years had 
desired to be healed, and he said, “‘Arise, take 
up thy bed, and walk.’ Now he goes out from 
the presence of Jesus Christ, and he does not 
go far before he meets with difficulty. But he 
says, the one who made me whole said ‘‘take 
up thy bed and walk.’ Jesus found him in the 
temple afterward and said, “‘Go, and sin no 
more.” He then told the Jews it was Jesus 
of Nazareth. When Jesus was accused of 
breaking the Sabbath, he said, “My Father 
worketh hitherto and I work.’’ He then is ac- 
cused of blasphemy, because he made God his 
Father. The thought of God, which he has 
given them, is the thought of. brotherhood, 
which they can never forget. Let me say in 
all reverence, and that plainly, there is a new 
standard by which men are tested and judged. 
Men see in a wider atmosphere and a new 
standard by which they judge themselves. 
Into a community move a family neater than 
their neighbors, and a great change is the re- 
sult; beauty and peace take possession of that 
neighborhood. A new standard is set up, by 
which they measure themselves. The boy is 
sent from home to school; the father and moth- 
er work early and late to reach the higher ideal 
of new standard. That is true in every indi- 
vidual life. There is a time in the life of a 
boy when the world seems to be made just for 
him. Some day the boy finds that life means 
something more than eating, sleeping and 
playing; he cannot go on ccntent with these 
things, for his thoughts now leap beyond, to 
the life which the world of nature and books 
opens up. to him. It may be, as never before, 
there has come a great consciousness into his 
soul that he is living in a great moral world, 
with duties. If this world and its meaning has 
satisfied him, the higher ideal brings higher 
pleasure. Every higher ideal is a new stand- 
ard. This man now comes and says, my Fa- 
ther—and it is as if Jesus had said, ‘I will not 
accuse you, for if ye believed Moses, ye would 
have believed me.’’ They had him in all things 
of their life, and yet Jesus said they did not 
believe Moses. These men had been striving 
after the minutia of the. law. They could not 
perceive the harmony that was filling all the 
universe of God, and so when he came, they 
knew him not. Taking your life on the plan of 
your own choice, and judging by the ideal con- 
ception of life which you have been erecting 
for yourself, how do you stand? No one can 
neglect his ideals of life. They come back to 
him. wut of the darkness there grows before 
him the man he meant to be. The man he 
meant to be, standing in the darkness, damns 
the man that is. Some day it will come before 
him. You cannot get away from the higher 
standard. There is but one ideal of humanity, 
and that is the man Christ Jesus. I expect 
not to be saved but for the infinite love of God. 
The only reasonable way to expect a _ higher 
jdeal tomorrow is to*be true today. If you had 
come to the heart and spirit of his life you 
would have known him. I am proud of being 
the son of a Methodist minister, and there is 
no place I can call. my home. The only rea- 
sonable ground to reach a higher standard is 
to act now, according to the conviction which 
comes to your life, and act up to the light 
which illumines your pathway, as you travel 
along. Walk with Him in sweeter, purer, 
grander measure, till He has taken complete 
possession of your life. 

Singing by Miss Leith, ‘‘Why Not Decide 
Tonight?’

Saturday, Sept. 2. 


The 6 A. M. or sunrise meeting was held 
in the chapel and was largely attended by the 


young people, who seemed earnestly desiring 
to live for Christ. 

At 8.30 A. M., interesting meetings were 
held in Lafayette Street, Salem, House, E. B.

There is only one 
thing God has put us in the world for, and 
that is to do the work he gives us to do. We 


must believe that Jesus Christ is the Son of 
God, and He could not be touched with the 
feeling of our infirmities unless he was the 
Son of Man. We must all believe in the love 
of God as revealed in Jesus Christ as the only 
Begotten Son of God.

The one thing that humanity is seeking 
for today is He who only the soul can grasp 


and the soul obey. Philip did not say ‘‘You 
must seek;’” he said, ‘‘Come and see.” Not 
only the Jews, but also the Greeks, believed 


some one would come to save humanity. Even 
Plato believed that sometime the shadows 
would disappear, and the man of light would 
come. The deepest experiences of our life are 
the things we cannot impart to any one else. 
Spoke of Newton and Columbus thanking God 
for His great kindness in letting them be dis- 
coverers. 

In closing, he said, every moment in your 
life you will discover new beauties in Christ, 
and understand that He is more than the Son 
of Man,—He is the King of Kings and Lord 
of all. Every true man and woman will not 
be satisfied until they find Him. He says, 


“Him that cometh unto me, I will in no wise 
cast out.’’ Can you not hear Him say “I am 
come that you might have life, and that you 
might have it more abundantly.’’

prayer was offered by Rev. M. G. Prescott; the 
choir sang “Glory song,’’ and remarks were 
made by Presiding Elder Leonard.

In the 15th chapter of 1st Corinthians, he says 
“as we have borne the image of the earthly, so 
we shall bear the image of the heavenly. So 
greatly did He long to come into communion 
with His Lord, that it was enough for Him to 
see Him as He is.’’ The best inspirations we 
know that we shall be like Him, for we shall 
have come to us out of our_own consciousness. 
This truth has become a part of His own 
fibre. 

It is when Jesus Christ, the matchless 
personage, comes to us and touches us, that 
we understand His great beauty, grow up 
into Him and are like Him. Regeneration 
and sanctification are not so much-~ great 
truths to be talked of, but are to be made 
our own. Simply a presentation of truth will 
not transform us. 

Christ says, “Men may have eyes, but see 
not.’’” Used an illustration of a dead man’s 
eye, and the eye of the living man. The soul 
is made like Christ in the very act of looking 
at Christ. Nothing can be accomplished with- 
out the aid of the Holy Spirit. Dr. Gallagher 
then quoted the following beautiful lines from 
Dr. Joseph Cook: 


Choose I must and soon must choose 
Holiness, or heaven lose; 

If what Heaven loves I hate, 

Shut for me is Heaven’s gate. 


Endless sin means endless woe; 
Into endless sin I go, 

If my soul from reason rent, 

Takes from sin its final bent. 


Balance lost, but not regained, 
Final bent is soon attained; 
Fate is choice in fullest flower, 
Man is flexible but an hour. 


As the stream its channel grooves, 
And within that channel moves, 
So doth habit’s deepest tide 
Groove its bed, and there abide. 


Light received increaseth light, 
Light rejected bringeth night; 
Who shall give me power to choose, 
If the love of life I lose. 


Haste my soul! This much yield! 
Let the light its sceptre wield. 
While thy God prolongs His grace, 
Haste thee to His holy face.

It 
is man’s will that keeps him from accepting 
life. There is legal life, spiritual life and end- 
less life; there is legal death, 
and endless death. May there be, as we bow

together a sinking out of self into Christ. If you | 


have Christ, you have everything. Let Christ 
come in. Just as sure as you are ready to 
get rid of that selfish life, Christ will come 
in.

What is true of the farmer is true of other 
fields. If we look for perfect conditions we 
will be disappointed. The great danger of the 
Epworth League work is in being too critical. 
Only that Epworth League who has faiih tn 
Providence will prosper. Over half the people 
in Massachusetts alone are foreign born. New 
Hngland Methodism has a great question be- 
fore them as to what shall be done with this 
great multitude. The time has never been that 
she will not have problems to solve.. Out of 
the nations of the frozen north come _ the 
stronger men. 

“The first part of our journey was a dreary 
waste. A large part of the country has been 
irrigated and 2,000,000 acres now blossom as 
the rose, and where it was hardly worth $1 now 
it is worth $1000. If our Epworth Leagues 
could be irrigated as this country has been, 
the 15,000 young people at the convention, un- 
der the leadership of Almighty God, would go 
forth to victory, and reap great results under 
the leadership of our Heavenly Father. I was 
supposed to give a twenty-minute address and 
I will now give way to the next speaker.”’ 

Miss Alice Leith sang a solo, ‘‘Tell Me 
Again of Jesus,” after which Rev. Geo. Spen- 
cer introduced Rev. Luther Freeman of Chat- 
tanooga, Tennessee, who spoke as follows: 

“TJ am sure it is a great pleasure to come 
back to New England. «The state of Massa- 
chusetts has always been very dear to me. It 
was in the Lynn district where I formerly 
lived. I am glad I went out at one door, mak- 
ing it possible for my friend Spencer to come 
in at another door. 

I shall speak from Matt. 9: 9, Jesus said 
to Matthew ‘Follow me.’ He saw a MAN named 
Matthew sitting at the receipt of custom. No- 
body but Jesus could have seena MAN back of 
the tax gatherer. The whole craft was thor- 
oughly dishonest, and you. would never have 
thought of finding a man. Jesus dared to take 
this disreputable publican—to save the man 
he saw back of the publican. It is the man 
that Jesus wants to save back of the Chinese 
and Eskimo. The people who do not believe in 
foreign missions do not see the man that is 


back of all this hopeless’ exterior. This 
man that Christ sees is the man we are 
looking for. It’s the possible governor 
or other man behind the boy for 


whom the Sunday school teacher is working. 
The real man and woman who will grow and 
develop from our boys and girls, unseen to the 
casual observer is what we are working for. 

‘“‘Aancock and Washington laid the founda- 
tion for our children. In the active world and 
the world of literature the man who has the 
vision is the one who gives the world the best 
pictures and books. ‘t'‘he Master is the best 
illustration of a strong life. We always come 
back to the Man of Galilee. Jesus always drew 
out the best part of a man. In Francis Mur- 
phy the bad man, there developed Francis Mur- 
phy the man, who has done a vast amount of 
good all over the world. 

“A noted picture had been covered for a 
long time—entirely lost to sight. Some one 
went to work, patiently removing the outside 
piece by piece, and after a while a most beauti- 
ful picture was exposed to view. So a man 
seems lost, but Christ sees the real man, and 
brings him to perfection. 

‘It is not what man does, but what he 
would do. If I build a hut but want to build a 
palace our Father knows all about it. That is 
the glory of life that makes the other life pos- 
sible. It is not what I do. It is not what I try 
to do, but the Christ life in us that may be 
made a possible fact. We may hold up before 
man not simply a moral life but a high spir- 
itual nature. I want to feel myself climbing, 
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climbing and climbing to heights eternal. I 
am glad to feel that in the ideal that is set be- 
fore us there is summit after summit, and we 
shall be like the God-Man, for we shall see Him 
in His glory, the ‘glory He had with the Fa- 
ther before the world was.’ ”’ 

The benediction was here given and the 
services closed.

Mrs. Bray’s Lecture. 


The gray and lowering skies of 
Monday, July 25th, finally culminat- 
ed in a violent downpour in the late 
evening. Nevertheless, a fair-sized 
audience was present in the Taber- 
nacle to listen to lecture on “New 
England Birds” by Mrs. Henry 
E. Bray, of East Taunton. It has 
been a long time since so interesting 
and instructive an address has been 
given at the Grove, and all who were 
privileged to listen to it learned 
something new and well worth re- 
membering about our feathered 
friends. The lecture covered about 
50 of our common birds, presented 
by stereopticon in their natural 
colors, the views all being taken at 
the Montwait camp ground, most of 
them during the severe storm of the 
winter of seven years ago. — 

Mrs. Bray held the close attention 
of all present and we are sorry we 
cannot quote the lecture verbatim. 
The following thoughts ought to in- 
terest every reader: 

There are but 12 or 15 birds that 
stay with us all winter. The pres- 
ent is not an ideal time to begin the 
study of birds, but a few months 
hence, when the birds begin moult- 
ing. Taking the birds as they come 
along in order, perhaps we get our 
first view of the northern snow bird 
in the spring. The beautiful thing

about him is the dazzling white on 
each side of his tail as he flies. The 
peculiar shape of his beak is another 
feature, which is a seed-cracking 
bill. Every bird has some _ special 
work in life allotted him. Next 
comes the tree sparrow, that in 
reality lives upon the ground, rather 
than in trees. The brown creeper 
is a bird whose habits are not well 
understood; no other bird has just 
the same way as this one, as he 
destroys caterpillars and bugs. This 
is one of the insect-destroying birds 
that should be protected. The crow 
—hardly any one has a kind thing to 
say of him, but the Agricultural De- 
partment is beginning to  under- 
stand his usefulness. Another bird 
that has almost as bad a reputation 
is the blue jay. But those who have 
sudied closely into the matter | say 
that he is fond of the destructive 
grapevine moth. We should with- 
hold our judgment about birds un- 
til we know the truth about them 
and their habits. 

The lecturer also referred to the 
nut-hatch; the chickadee, which is 
not a showy bird, and devours cat- 
erpillar and cankerworm eggs; the 
downy woodpecker, which has no 
fear of persons, and will allow peo- 
ple to come very near him; the red- 
headed woodpecker, once one of 
our most common visitors (the lec- 
turer called upon the women and 
girls of the audience to do all in 
their power to prevent their slaugh- 
ter); the golden-winged woodpeck- 
er, who has 36 different names, and 
destroys thousands and thousands 
of ants; the cedar wax-wing; the 
American robin, so named by our 
Pilgrim Fathers, but whose true 
name should be the red-breasted 
thrush; the bluebird, that is a nota- 
ble bug-desroyer; the meadow lark, 
an insect destroyer, easily identified 
by his peculiar markings; the belted 
king-fisher; the song sparrow, often 
called the darling of the song birds, 
who can sing 10 varieties of songs; 
the common black bird, one of the 
first birds of spring; the purple 
finch; the cow blackbird, of which 
but little good can be said, perhaps 
because we understand so little of 
it; the pee-wee, the first of the fly 
catchers to arrive; the field spar- 
row; the vesper sparrow, so called 
because he is often seen in the even- 
ing; the Peabody sparrow; the chip- 
ping sparrow, to be found in all our 
dooryards in city and country; the 
English sparrow, that shows a 
great fondness for the brown-tail 
moth; the tree-swallow; the barn 
swallow, that feeds on the insects 
that annoy cattle; the warblers, that 
pick out insects from the tips of 
branches; the goldfinch, the brown 
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thrasher, the brown thrush, and a 
dozen others. 

The lecture was interspersed with 
many informing anecdotes of bird 
life. The illustrations, as thrown 
upon the screen by Rev. L. W. Ad- 
ams, were very helpful in under- 
standing of the purpose of the ad- 
dress.—Lynn Item.

REV. RALPH GILLAM’S TRIP 
FROM THE WEST. 


Rev. Ralph Gillam of Lowell has 
a most interesting account of his 
trip home from the west in the Low- 
ell Sun of June 3, 1905, which he 
has given the Mentor permission to 
copy: 

Monday, May 22.—On the eve of 
this day we boarded the 8.30 train 
over the Southern Pacific R. R. for 
San Francisco, and _ finding our 
berths ready we retired early. We 
awaken in time to get a view of the 
beautiful Willamette valley through 
which this road passes. We_ stop 
for only a few minutes at Graets 
Pass, also Ashland, then speed on 
our way. The scenery over this 
road is delightful, the mountains on 
either side with the fertile val- 
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leys in between make it a_ picture 
never to be forgotten. We _ pass 
through what is called Cow Canyon 
and up the mountain until we reach 
its very top, then actually loop a 
loop on our way down, crossing our 
own tracks in order to so do. 


The Southern Pacific have spared 
no expense in making this section of 
their road one of the finest in almost 
every respect. The trip we are tak- 
ing through Willamette, Shasta and 
Sacramento valleys is not much 
known, but in my estimation there 
are few equal to it. Through these 
valleys you pass Rouge river, Cas- 
tle Reefs, 1100 feet high; Mount 
Pitt, snow covered the year around, 
and great hills too numerous to men- 
tion. The beautiful farms of this 
section of country would open the 
eyes of the average New England 


farmer. On this most interesting 
trip you actually go over, under, 
around and through these great 


mountains. 


Wednesday, May 24.—After two 
nights and one day, we arrive in 
Oakland promptly on time, and im- 
mediately board the monster ferry 
boat, crossing San Francisco bay to 
the city itself, arriving exactly on 
time. We find our way to the hotel, 
and after a little rest, start out to 
see the city. 


At 1.45 we take the boat for Telan- 
pais, where we board he electrics 
for Mill Valley, and then we take 
the train for the mountain top. We 
sometimes think Mount Washington 
is high, and it is a three-mile climb, 
but this is an eight and one-quarter 
mile climb over the crookedest rail- 
road in the world. Arriving at the 


very. tOp,, at 3:38) 5P Seige ty 
ing us one hour for sight-seeing,

arriving home in time for an early 
dinner. This ride over this crooked 
road is one never to be forgotten. 
In the evening we see Chinatown, 
and then for a good night’s sleep. 


Thursday, May 25.—We are now 
going via the Southern Pacific by 
the coast line, the most beautiful 
Scenic ocean ride in the world. For 
miles in beautiful reclining chairs 
you keep close to the old ocean, 
passing through some of the oldest 
towns in southern California, Santa 
Cruse, Santa Barbara, etc. This 
train makes a quick trip, leaving at 
8 A. M. in the morning, getting us 
into Los Angeles at 10.35 A. M. 
promptly. After another night’s 
rest we visit the paradise of Amer-

ica, Los Angeles, Pasadena and the 
surrounding country, taking in the 
great ostrich farms among the many 
sights to be seen. Our stay here 
was not long, but we never expect 
to equal elsewhere, for pleasure, 
this wonderful trip through this sec- 
tion of southern California. 

Friday, May 26.—At 7.30 P. M. 
we again embark over San Pedro, 
Los Angeles, Salt Lake railroad for 
the great city of the Mormons. A\l- 
though many think all who live 
here are Mormons, it is not so, for 
there are 31 denominations in this 
city of salt. Perhaps the most in- 
teresting ride over this line is the 
300 miles of great desert which you 
never tire of because the scenery is 
continually changing. We pass in 
this desert the town of Las Vegas, 
Nev., properly called the city of 
tents. Forty days ago not a person 
living here, one day a lonely pros- 
pector found gold; today it has a 
poulation of nearly 2000 people liv- 
ing in tents, and in a very short 
space of time it will be quite a city. 
Bull Frog mine is the attraction 
here. 

Sunday, May 28—Promptly at 
6.30 we arrive in Salt Lake ~ City 
after a most beautiful ride of two 
nights and one day over the 
most interesting railroad in 
this section. The San Pedro, _ Los 
Angeles, Salt Lake City R.R.,is new, 
having made this trip only about a 
month now. We visit the places of 
interest in this most interesting city, 
among them the Mormon tabernacle 
and several other places of interest, 
the Salt Palace, etc. 

Monday, May 29—We have now 
started on the most scenic ride in 
the world over the Denver Rio 
Grande R. R. through’ canyons, 
Royal Gorge, Marshall’s Pass and 
beautiful valleys until we finally 
reach Colorado Springs, the springs 
which are noted over our country 
for their health giving qualities. 
There is no ride in this country 
equal to this one, through these 
gorges, up these mountains, 
through these valleys, the 
view is simply entrancing. 
I wish every young man and woman 
in my city (who have not) could 
take this trip, for it is an education 
in itself, one never to be forgotten, 
and one to be seen nowhere else in 
the world. We arrive in Denver at 
4 P.M., leaving at 10.35 for Chicago. 
This trip homeward has_ covered 
about .15,000 miles through Oregon, 
California, Nevada and Colorado.
